  13   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  14  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 
 
  15       Article 20 - Somerset County 
 
  16  2-101. 
 
  17   (a) There are 5 County Commissioners for Somerset County, who hold office 
  18  for 4 years and until their successors are elected and qualified. 
 
  19   (b) Each Commissioner shall receive an annual salary of $6,000. 
 
  20   (c) Each Commissioner may receive reimbursement of no more than [$1,500] 
  21  $2,500 a year for food and mileage expenses for any official duties. The County  
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   1  Commissioner shall submit a reimbursement voucher for each excursion, signed by 3 
   2  of the 5 Commissioners. 
 
   3   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 
   4  October 1, 2004.
